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Calls to change new 
post office lay out 


'Dismay' at poor access for disabled users

CHANGES are being ur¬ 
gently called for by an ac¬ 
cess group so disabled 
people and those with mo¬ 
bility problems can use 
their local post offices. 

Awkward access which 
often involves steps and 
having to negotiate 
cramped internal layouts 
is causing serious prob¬ 
lems for some users. 

Now Weymouth and 
Portland Access Group 
has highlighted some of 
the issues including their 
“dismay” at continued 


problems with the new 
main Weymouth town 
centre post office in St 
Thomas Street. 

Group president Mike 
Kelly said members were 
particularly concerned 
that promises to replace 
the shopfront and its step 
had only partially been 
honoured. 

He added: “The step ap¬ 
pears to have been shaved 


down and covered with a 
metal plate, but this still 
causes problems and our 
members tell us that some 
of them in mobility scoot¬ 
ers have to take a run at 
the doorway in order to 
build up enough speed to 
get over the plate. 

“We also have continu¬ 
ing concerns about the 
cramped layout in the new 
site.” 


Police arrest men after 
overhearing drug deal 


QUICK thinking police officers reacted 
swiftly when they overheard two men dis¬ 
cussing drug deals during the officers’ 
routine visit to multi occupancy premises 
in Abbotsbury Road, Weymouth. 

PC Aiden Meredith and his colleague 
were stood in a corridor when they heard 
the men discuss a drug deal and how to 
make money from selling drugs. 

The also smelt cannabis being burnt and, 
when they knocked on the door of the flat, 
it was opened to let loose a strong smell 
of cannabis from inside. Both occupants 
were then arrested on suspicion of posses¬ 
sion of cannabis. 

Police said that a search of that flat and 
another premises was carried out and the 
officers located an amount of cash and 
vegetable matter which is thought to be 


cannabis, a Class B controlled substance. 
In all drugs in excess of £500 were seized 
together with an amount of cash. 

One man was dealt with by way of a 
street warning and the other, a 30-year-old 
white male, was later charged with pos¬ 
session with intent to supply a Class B 
drug and also with supplying. 

He has been released on police bail to 
appear at Weymouth Magistrates court. 

PC Meredith of Weymouth Police said: 
“Drugs do have a detrimental effect on 
peoples lives and there is a clear connec¬ 
tion between drugs and crime. 

“We will do all that we can to support 
dmg users through other agency work and 
will take a strong and positive approach 
towards those who sell controlled sub¬ 
stances.” 


Mr Kelly added that 
problems also existed 
with the new Fortuneswell 
Post Office on Portland. 

He said: “We do have 
some sympathy with this 
site because it replaced 
premises further up the 
street which were even 
more awkward to access. 

“The new post office of¬ 
fers much extended hours 
but again the choice of the 
replacement premises has 
given rise to problems as 
it is on a steep section of 
the street and has two 
steps to the entrance. 

“Staff do come outside 
to serve those disabled 
people who cannot access 
the post office, but it is 
certainly not an ideal 
arrangement particularly 
if it is raining. 

“These recent changes 
are a cause for concern 
but, by contrast, we also 


see investment in some of 
the remaining sub post-of¬ 
fices such as those at Lod- 
moor Hill and Preston but 
they do not offer the full 
range of services. Also 
some sub post-offices 
such as that at Portland 
Road, Wyke Regis still 
have stepped access.” 

Post Office spokesman 
Laura Tarling told the 
Group that they were in¬ 
vestigating all their claims 
and would be reporting 
back on the difficulties as 
soon as possible. 

Mr Kelly said: “We 
hope the Post Office will 
act on our concerns to 
make life a little easier for 
a group which already has 
a tough enough path in 
life. 

“Our main hope is for a 
new shop front and a bet¬ 
ter internal layout for the 
main post office in Wey¬ 
mouth.”

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'Very sad day'for Pavilion 


BITTER-sweet memories emerged at the 
end of an era as the doors of Weymouth 
Pavilion were locked for the last time 
under council management. 

A community group is now being cho¬ 
sen to run the complex while assurances 
have been made that the Pavilion will be 
open for the town’s unique Armed Forces 
event later this month. 

But Pavilion staff clearing offices, stack-

ing equipment and filling boxes with 
thousands of items to be hauled away 
could only focus on the last few minutes 
in the current life of this famous building. 

Pavilion hospitality manager Andy 
White said it was “a very sad day” as he 


helped lock the front doors for the last 
time under the Pavilion 4 s current opera¬ 
tion since he started work there in 1994. 

He added: “I have worked at the Pavil¬ 
ion for nearly 20 years, so it is a bit of 
wrench to walk away from it for the last 
time. 

“I have some very happy memories of 
working here and I will really miss the 
place.” 

Another employee who did not wish to 
be named said he was “distraught” be¬ 
cause there was nothing wrong with the 
Pavilion. 

He added: “About £70,000 was spent 
back stage last year and the infrastructure 
here is fine. No show here in the last eight 
months has lost money and that’s because 
they tell us we are as good equipment 
wise as West End show sites. 

“We are only 18 months into a five-year 
plan for the Pavilion and by 2016 we 
would have been self-sufficient, so today 
is not about us jumping ship. We’ve been 
pushed.” 

Pavilion manager Max Grayson said: “It 
is a sad day but hopefully it will be a new 
chapter for the Pavilion and hopefully the 
town will get behind it. The local commu¬ 
nity wants to support the complex and it 


is a great venue. 

“I just hope the Pavilion succeeds and 
that the new community group running it 
can keep it going. Good luck to them.” 

A deadline for community groups to 
submit a bid to run the Pavilion ran out 
last Friday and the council said more than 
one bid had been received. 

This week has seen a team of council of¬ 
ficers from finance, property, legal and 
leisure and tourism looking through the 
bids and checking that they meet tender 
requirements. 

The council will then carry out a full 
evaluation of the compliant bids, aiming 
to award a tender to the successful group 
by Friday June 21 st . 

Weymouth & Portland tourism 
spokesman Councillor Ian Bruce said: “I 
have always been confident that there 
would be interest expressed in leasing the 
Weymouth Pavilion complex and I am 
pleased that we have more than one bid to 
evaluate so we can determine what will be 
best for the community and the future of 
the Pavilion. 

“After June 21st we will work with the 
not-for-profit group to make sure they are 
in a position to be able to open the Pavil¬ 
ion as soon as possible.”

Drugs and cash seized in police raids 


HARD drugs and more than £1,000 in 
cash were seized and nearly a dozen peo¬ 
ple arrested when police struck in a series 
of raids across Weymouth and Dorchester 
aimed at drug supply. 

Fifteen Misuse of Drugs Act warrants 
were simultaneously executed at Wey¬ 
mouth properties from Abbotsbury Road, 
Derby Street, East Street and Bridlebank 
Way to Cambridge Road and Queen 
Mother Square in Dorchester. 

Operation Dusk netted officers quanti¬ 
ties of what they believe are Class A and 
Class B substances while they also found 
one site where 18 cannabis plants were 
being grown. 

Inspector Fes Fry of Weymouth and 
Portland Police described the substances 


as “consistent with supply offences”. 

He added: “The Force is committed to 
ensuring that organised criminals cannot 
operate in Dorset and we will ensure that 
we work in partnership with other forces 
and the National Crime Agency in the fu¬ 
ture in order to deter, disrupt and detect 
organised crime groups” 

Inspector Fry said that Operation Dusk 
was the investigation into the supply of 
heroin and amphetamine into the South 
West from the North West of England. 

He added: “It has also looked into na¬ 
tional frauds committed by the same or¬ 
ganised crime group in order to fund their 
lifestyles. 

“During the investigations a number of 
associates and or addresses from the 


BID backed with a 'yes'vote 


WEYMOUTH businesses have backed 
the BID and voted “yes” to setting up a 
business improvement district. 

More than 500 businesses were eligible 
to vote in the BID ballot which closed on 
May 31st, all businesses with a rateable 
value of £6,000 and above within the 
Weymouth BID area being entitled to 
vote. 

The result saw 189 businesses voting 
“yes” which was 69 percent of the 274 
which voted. The turnout was 46 percent, 
spot on the average for other BID 
turnouts across the country. 

Weymouth BID chairman Nigel Reed 
said: “This is excellent news for Wey¬ 
mouth and a big thank you to those that 
supported the vote. 

“We have made it happen and particu¬ 
lar thanks to the Steering Group, council 
and all those businesses that helped in 
the process. 

“It has been hard work and there is 
more hard work to come because we 
have got to make the BID work. 

“It will be operating by September 1 st 
and before that we have to find town cen¬ 


tre premises, employ a project manager 
and look at some potential projects such 
as Christmas.” 

Weymouth and Portland economic de¬ 
velopment spokesman Councillor Ian 
Munro-Price said: “It is fantastic news 
that businesses of Weymouth have voted 
‘yes’ to becoming to a BID town. 

“I would like to congratulate everyone 
involved for their hard work. Businesses 
working together as part of a BID will be 
a good step forward to further improving 
the town centre and to encourage more 
visitors to the town and people to shop 
locally and keep money in the town. 

“I wish the BID every success for the 
future in developing and delivering their 
business plan for the borough and the 
council look forward to working closely 
with them.” 

BIDs were established in the UK in 
2004 and local authorities have a number 
of support duties. These include collect¬ 
ing the levy from businesses and enforc¬ 
ing against non-payment. 

There are over 120 BIDs across the 
UK. 


South West region have been associated 
to the OCG. As such this phase of the op¬ 
eration is to execute warrants and search 
the property for linked offences and evi¬ 
dence of association that will support Op¬ 
eration Dusk and-or stand alone Dorset 
based offences.” 

This phase of the operation is being con¬ 
ducted with staff from Dorset Police, 
Zephyr and the Serious Organised Crime 
Agency.

rectly linked with serious and organised 
crime, firearms, violence and trafficking 
which has a devastating effect on our 
communities. 

“We will continue to be relentless in our 
efforts to arrest offenders, place them be¬ 
fore the courts and bring them to justice. 
We have a dedicated financial unit who 
will seek to confiscate the assets of of¬ 
fenders and make sure they do not benefit 
from the proceeds of crime. 

“The public are our eyes and ears and 
community intelligence is a key part of 
our work. We would urge members of the 
public to continue to support us. 

“Weymouth and Portland is a very safe 
place to live and work and we intend that 
it will remain this way.” 


Frustration over Little Markham vote 


FRUSTRATED councillors 
went through the motions 
and refused permission for 
a major 180-home develop¬ 
ment in Weymouth know¬ 
ing their “decision” wasn’t 
binding. 

A meeting of Weymouth 
and Portland planning 
committee was told that 
council failure to determine 
the application for land 
south of Chickerell Road 
within set time limits had 
seen developer, Betterment 
Properties, appeal to the 
Planning Inspectorate to 
determine the scheme on 
grounds of non-determina¬ 
tion. A public inquiry is 
now expected to be held 
later this year. 

Members, who had ear¬ 
lier visited the development 
site, were told that the de¬ 
bate still had to go ahead so 
a planning inspector will 


know what the council 
would have decided had 
they been able to determine 
the scheme for Curtis 
Fields, also known as 
Markham and Tittle Fran¬ 
cis. 

Neither Betterment or its 
agent attended the meeting 
to the fury of Councillor 
Christine James who de¬ 
scribed their absence as 
“completely arrogant and 
ignorant”. 

It is understood that no 
representative attended be¬ 
cause of other commit¬ 
ments. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck 
said the scheme went 
against Focal Plan policy 
and added: “If we are seri¬ 
ous about the Focal Plan 
there is no way we can sup¬ 
port something which goes 
against it.” 

Full planning permission 


was sought for 64 homes, a 
convenience store with 
seven flats above and of¬ 
fices with 12 flats above 
with outline permission 
sought for another phase of 
development involving 97 
homes. 

The meeting unani¬ 
mously “refused” permis¬ 
sion on the grounds that the 
land was “important open 

gap”. 

Members also agreed that 
an access on to Chickerell 
Road would hit the nearby 
Fiveways junction causing 
“danger and inconven¬ 
ience”, that design was 
poor and failed to improve 
the character and quality of 
the area and that there was 
no Section 106 agreement 
to cover affordable hous¬ 
ing, transport, education, li¬ 
brary and public open 
space contributions. 


Tackling crime together 

PUBLIC help and good police work has helped deal 
with two crimes in Weymouth. 

The first incident saw a tip from a member of the 
public lead to officers attending the Kings Statue 
area of town where they located and arrested a man 
suspected of possessing a stolen bicycle. 

The 27-year-old local man was taken to Wey¬ 
mouth Police Station where he was later charged 
under the Proceeds of Crime Act with acquiring 
stolen property. 

Sergeant Steve Yeoman of Weymouth Safer 
Neighbourhood Team said "This is a really good ex¬ 
ample of Weymouth retailers and Dorset Police 
working together to prevent and detect crime. Any¬ 
one intent on committing crime in Weymouth has 
a high chance of getting arrested." 

The second incident saw a 35-year-old local man 
arrested in the Melcombe Regis area of Weymouth 
within nine hours of a home being burgled in Here¬ 
ford Road. 

The man was taken to Weymouth Police Station 
and charged with the burglary before being bailed 
to Weymouth Magistrates Court later this month. 

Officers recovered all the items believed to have 
been stolen during the burglary and Detective Con¬ 
stable Declan Cummings of Weymouth CID said: 
"This was some really good work by officers who are 
committed to making the streets of Weymouth 
safer. 

"We will not accept crime being committed and 
will do all that we can to bring offenders to justice."

RNLI Campaign Manager Will 
Stephens said that in 2011 the charity’s 
lifeboats launched to 90 incidents involv¬ 
ing boat fires and a further 81 in 2012.

After sewer pipe horror 
waypoints get backing 

A SCHEME pilloried for using "sewer pipes" as in¬ 
terpretation waypoints on a Weymouth and Port¬ 
land legacy trail has now gained approval for new 
designs on seven sites. 

The original "intrusive" design stunned council¬ 
lors, but new ideas for the waymarks submitted by 
the Coastal RangerTeam proved much more to the 
liking of a meeting of Weymouth and Portland 
planning committee. 

The first two they backed were a two-metre 
stone cairn at the base of Merchants Incline and a 
five-metre diameter Portland stone hardstanding 
in the shape of an ammonite on the viewing area 
beneath Rufus Castle on Portland. 

Councillor Sandy West said: "I think this is a bril¬ 
liant idea. It is absolutely cracking and will defi¬ 
nitely enhance people's experience if it is done 
properly with proper information on it. It will be a 
real asset." 

Members also backed a separate application for 
another five waypoints including an elliptical 
structure at the top of Littlemoor Hill in Weymouth 
to provide a mixture of shelter, seating and infor¬ 
mation. 

Another in the form of a sheltered activity and 
seating area will be provided at the Radipole Lake 
RSPB Centre while a third will involve a wall at the 
Chesil Beach Centre to enhance outdoor seating 
by providing shelter and a car park boundary. 

A sixth site will be a 37-metre spiral of growth- 
ammonite style built from a spiral of dry stone 
walling from Portland Stone with seating round 
the edge at New Ground, Portland, while the sev¬ 
enth waypoint will be a stone cairn near Portland 
Bill Lighthouse. 

The meeting agreed to delegate approval for all 
the waymarks to its officers subject to there being 
no new material issues being raised by Portland 
Town Council.

Having two birthdays

Housing scheme would 
be'detrimental'to area 


A SCHEME to demolish one home in 
Weymouth’s Lodmoor Hill conservation 
area and build six in its place has been 
rejected by planners. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland 
planning committee felt that the site in 
Glendinning Avenue was overdevelop¬ 
ment and would not preserve or enhance 
the conservation area and would be “se¬ 
riously detrimental” to the amenities of 
existing and future occupiers. 

Agent Paul Dean for Palmer Homes 
Ltd said the scheme offered ample gar¬ 
den and amenity space, adding that the 
existing house was “beyond reasonable 
salvage” and that the design for the new 
homes would make “a positive contribu¬ 


tion to the aesthetic value of the area”. 

He got some support from Councillor 
Christine James who felt the new pro¬ 
posal “surely looks better than what is 
there”, but most members opposed the 
scheme. 

Councillor Dominic Lonsdale said that 
“trashing” the existing home was no rea¬ 
son for allowing the development, while 
Councillor Ian Roebuck said that be¬ 
cause previous schemes to demolish a 
home in the road and replace it with sev¬ 
eral others had been allowed was “no 
reason” to lose what was there now. 

A move to approve the scheme was 
lost and members then voted six - two to 
refuse it.

A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


Food, drink, entertainment - what's not to love?

SEVEN-night 
cruise to the snow¬ 
capped mountains 
of Norway on board 
P&O’s majestic 116,000- 
tonne Ventura represented 
the biggest leap of faith of 
my entire holiday life. 

We’d never been cruis¬ 
ing before and I’d been se¬ 
riously worried that a 
week confined to a ship, 
albeit a luxury one, with 
only occasional trips 
ashore might not really be 
for me. 

So there were a few mis¬ 
givings in the back of my 
mind as we sailed out of 
chilly Southampton and 
past the Isle of Wight be¬ 
fore heading towards 
Viking country. 

Fog shrouded much of 
our voyage which enabled 
us to focus on the ship, our 
beautifully compact and 
comfortable cabin and the 
sort of high quality food 
and service that proved to 
be the best I’ve enjoyed on 


any holiday. 

Alcohol prices were only 
slightly above English pub 
prices while a lively wel¬ 
come show in the Arena 
theatre set the entertain¬ 
ment scene although four 
women sat at a table 
amused me even more 
with their whispered dis¬ 
cussion of mutual gall 
bladder operations! 

There were more than 
3,000 passengers on board 
but more than 1,300 staff 
to look after us as we 
chose between 12 places 
to eat and 16 places to 
drink while the first full 
day on board alone had 86 
separate attractions, 
shows, displays, events or 
activities. 

Our second full day saw 
us dock at the 13th-century 
Hanseatic city of Bergen 
built on the site of an orig¬ 
inal Viking settlement 
nestling among magnifi¬ 
cent mountain scenery. 

This World Heritage site 


scorched its way into our 
holiday good books with 
temperatures of 28C 
(82F), a far cry from Eng¬ 
land’s teeth-chattering 
summer season, so we 
walked across the city cen¬ 
tre to board a funicular for 
a spectacular ride up to a 
mountain viewpoint above 
Bergen. 

There we had the city 
laid out below us, its wa¬ 
ters like a sheet of deep 
blue glass beneath a lovely 
blue sky. Wonderful, ex¬ 
hilarating, impressive and 
we couldn’t get enough of 
it, even trekking back into 
the forests further up the 
mountain where we duti¬ 
fully obeyed signs saying: 
“Don’t feed the Trolls!” 

Back on board for a 
quick lunch and then out 
into Bergen again to ex¬ 
plore the fish market and 
ancient wooden buildings 
on streets surfaced with 
planks. We even went to a 
Christmas shop and a mu¬ 


seum showing the origins 
of the city which also con¬ 
tained a section on shoes 
for which the city was fa¬ 
mous. 

Evening delighted with a 
local speciality dish of fish 
and prawns before we 
stumbled in to friends 
from Weymouth after 
which recollection became 


blurred by chat and gin 
and tonics. 

The next morning we 
were up early to see Ven¬ 
tura glide in to Olden at the 
southern end of the beauti¬ 
ful Nordfjord where we 
hopped on a local excur¬ 
sion bus to see a stunning 
scenery mix of lakes and 
mountains, rivers and 


bridges culminating in 
views of a glacier above 
lake waters so still they 
were like a mirror. 

We later walked by car¬ 
pets of spring flowers and 
visited a church before re¬ 
turning famished to the 
ship where we wolfed 
down another local spe¬ 
ciality, a dish based on 
smoked pork. 

Next day it rained non¬ 
stop from the moment we 
got up until we went to 
bed, a miserable day spent 
at Molde. We took our ex¬ 
cursion guide’s word that 
it was surrounded by 216 
snow-capped peaks be¬ 
cause mist and cloud was 
so bad we couldn’t see one 
of them. 

Add to that a soggy walk 
down from a mountain 
viewpoint through drip¬ 
ping forests to an open air 
museum of ancient 
wooden buildings which 
turned out to only be half 
open because the Norwe¬ 


gian tourist season was 
still three weeks away and 
you’ll appreciate our day 
didn’t live long in the 
memory. Even Molde’s 
cathedral couldn’t inspire 
and we gladly gave up the 
struggle in favour of dry 
clothes and a hot meal 
back on board. 

Our final port of call was 
Stavanger, regarded as the 
Cradle of the Vikings, with 
its striking array of 200- 
year-old white wooden 
houses, 12th century 
cathedral, markets and 
craft stalls. 

We opted for a coach trip 
through the countryside 
which provided a breath¬ 
taking panorama of lakes 
and sun-drenched moun¬ 
tains and moraines - de¬ 
bris ground out by glaciers 
- as well as picturesque 
village communities and 
even an area of giant boul¬ 
ders. 

There was time to ex¬ 
plore byrkjedalstunet, a 
site which includes a can¬ 


dle factory, local art and 
crafts and old wooden 
buildings, before a final 
drive through the moun¬ 
tains and on through rich 
farmland back to the ship. 

During that we heard 
about how moose were 
quite a problem in Norway 
including one tale of a bull 
becoming disorientated in 
Stavanger. It apparently 
saw its reflection in a large 
glass door, charged what it 
thought was a rival and 
ended up in an old peo¬ 
ple’s home! 

Back in Stavanger we 
managed an hour explor¬ 
ing the harbourside area, 
stalls and a central lake 
walk before returning to 
Ventura for the voyage 
home. 

Our holiday booked 
through Thomas Cook in 
St Mary Street cost just 
£399 and we were so im¬ 
pressed with our first 
cruise that we are already 
looking at another in 2015.

Rikki Lane, aged 19, an apprentice of two years, 
has completed the building as part of his studies for 
the Level Three Diploma NVQ in carpentry at Wey¬ 
mouth College. 

“I started working at Plankbridge in September 
2011 to coincide with my course and, as many ap¬ 
prentices find out, the step up to level three of the 
diploma is very challenging - so to be able to get a 
job really helped with the transition. 

“It has been an invaluable experience to be able to 
practice what is taught in the classroom in a work¬ 
shop. The main reason is that I’ve been surrounded 
by highly skilled and very dedicated people who are 
willing to impart the kind of information that cannot 
be learnt from a page in a text book. 

“Working at Plankbridge has boosted my confi¬ 
dence, and increased my knowledge as a craftsman. 
I’ve gained more carpentry experience and have had 
the opportunity to learn how to spray huts and carry 
out some intricate lead work,” Rikki said. 

Richard Lee co-owner of Plankbridge, said: “We 
feel very strongly about keeping the traditional craft 
of shepherd’s hut making alive, and we are commit¬ 
ted to passing on skills to young people. 

“Rikki is one of a new generation of local crafts¬ 
men and he is showing great aptitude for working 
with wood in all its forms. I was impressed by 
Rikki’s initiative and enthusiasm from the outset, 
our shepherd’s huts are not coming off a conveyor 
belt - they are unique and Rikki grasped this very 
early on. 

“Rikki is capable of completing all the tasks in¬ 
volved in building and decorating a hut, with a little 
guidance from senior members of the team. 

“We’ll be keeping him on after his apprenticeship, 
adding to our highly skilled and qualified team.

County council say help is 
available for unpaid carers 


NEW census records re¬ 
leased to Dorset County 
Council have highlighted 
the growing number of un¬ 
paid carers in Dorset. 

There are now almost 
50,000 “unsung heroes” 
providing care free of 
charge - often at great per¬ 
sonal cost. 

But help is available 
with council services of¬ 
fering vital support, advice 
and a chance to meet oth¬ 
ers in similar circum¬ 
stances. 

An unpaid carer is some¬ 
one who looks after or 
supports family members, 
friends, neighbours or oth¬ 
ers. This can be due to 
long-term physical or 
mental ill health, disability 
or problems relating to old 
age. 

The number of people 
providing unpaid care in 
Dorset rose by 17 per cent 
from 2001 to 2011 (42,000 
to 49,300). This means 
that 12 per cent of 
Dorset’s population now 
provides unpaid care - 
higher than the national 
average of 10 per cent. 

The provision of unpaid 
care increases by age, 
peaking at 50-64-years- 
old, with more than one in 
five people in Dorset pro¬ 
viding a form of unpaid 


care. 

But there has also been a 
significant increase in the 
number of young carers 
(under 24 years), with a 
total of 2,460 young peo¬ 
ple provide unpaid care. 

According to The Chil¬ 
dren’s Society one in 12 
young carers spends more 
than 15 hours a week 
looking after a parent or 
sibling, that one in 20 
misses school and young 
carers are also 50 per cent 
more likely to have special 
educational needs or an 
illness. 

In Dorset there is sup¬ 
port and guidance for 


young carers in the 
healthy schools pro¬ 
gramme and also as part 
of the specialist preven¬ 
tion service. 

Young people are given 
individual support, have 
the opportunity to meet 
other young carers at so¬ 
cial events and take part in 
group activities. 

Rebecca Knox, Dorset 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for children’s 
safeguarding, and fami¬ 
lies, said: “Carers are our 
unsung heroes. They pro¬ 
vide unpaid care for an ill, 
frail or disabled family 
member, friend or partner. 


Carers give so much to so¬ 
ciety and are often vulner¬ 
able themselves. 

“In Dorset there is help 
for all ages of carers. The 
Dorset Carers Hub is ded¬ 
icated to offering support 
and services for carers 
across the county. 

“There is help and ad¬ 
vice on a range of subjects 
with contacts for local 
support groups, meetings 
and events. We can offer 
help when you need it.”

Boost your bedrooms... 

ONE of the best ways to make your home more suited to your 
needs, especially if you have a growing family or want to 
work from home, is to add a bedroom. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also put your 
home in a different price bracket if and when you come to 
sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra bedroom is upstairs, 
with all the others, and sometimes it's possible to use the 
space you already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the front of the 
house, you may be able to divide it in two, as long as each 
room has its own, separate window. This may not be as satis¬ 
factory as adding space, but it can work well if your home's 
big enough and you're on a limited budget. 

If rejigging the existing space isn't an option, consider con¬ 
verting the loft into a bedroom or bedrooms instead. If you 
can also fit a bathroom or shower room up there, and built- 
in storage, you've created the perfect master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conversions are ones with 
skylights (eaves conversions), as the line of the roof is un¬ 
changed. However, this isn't ideal if the loft has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more useable space inside 
is often necessary, which means a (more expensive and com¬ 
plicated) dormer, mansard or hip-to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference to how use- 
able the space is - some lofts don't have enough head height 
to make the conversion worthwhile unless you lower the ceil¬ 
ings in the rooms below. This is a big and expensive job and 
won't be practical if the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase up to the loft 



on the floor below and if this means losing a bedroom, you 
may not gain much by converting the loft. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably a bathroom 
or shower room next to it, can work better, providing your 
home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add kitchen, 
dining and living space, but they can include bedrooms. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting your home's 
garage (or outbuildings) into one. If the garage is mostly used 
for storage and the stuff can be stored elsewhere, the garage 
may be more useful and valuable as a bedroom, as long as 
it's converted properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a bedroom 
on top of the garage, if there's space to build above it and for 
a new corridor on the first floor.

Creating heavenly hallways for your home 


UNLESS your front door opens di¬ 
rectly onto your living area or an¬ 
other room you can and should 
make something of the entrance to 
your home. A well-presented hall¬ 
way gives a visitor their first impres¬ 
sion, welcomes you home every 
time you've been out, and can even 
help to sell a property.

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Time to re-tyre 
your rubber? 

NEW research has revealed that over 10 million tyres on UK roads could 
be dangerous, not because of poor tread, but because of their age. 
Worryingly, the study for Kwik Fit, the UK's largest tyre retailer, found 
that only 17% of drivers know how to identify when their car's tyres 
were manufactured, and thus how old they are. 

With many motorists cutting down the number of miles they drive 
each year (vehicle traffic was lower in the first quarter of 2013 than at 
any time since 20012) drivers may find their tyres reach the end of their 
life, well before the tread nears the legal limit of 1.6mm. 

The research showed that well over half (59%) of UK drivers are un¬ 
aware that their tyres display the information needed to work out their 
age, and that 24% are aware, but unable to interpret the numbers. This 
means that 83% of drivers don't know how to assess the age of their 
tyres. 

However, although they may not know how to tell the exact age of 
their tyres, over six million drivers thought that their car had a tyre 
which was over five years old. Combined with those who don't know 
the age of their tyres (14%), it could mean that more than 11 million 
tyres on cars could be out of date and putting the driver at risk. 

Roger Griggs, communications director at Kwik Fit warns those car 
owners driving fewer miles than in previous years to check the age of 
their tyres. He says: "Tyres contain anti-oxidising chemicals to slow 
down the rate of ageing, but the tyres need to be in use for these to be 
effective. In other words, infrequent use or poor storage can accelerate 
the ageing process and make tyres unroadworthy. Low mileage, older 
cars tend to be most at risk from premature ageing - as their owners 
assume there is no problem if they can still see plenty of tread. 

"We would recommend drivers consider changing a tyre that's more 
than five years old, even if it's not 


down to the legal tread limit. If 
motorists are unsure about the 
age of their tyres or would like an 
expert opinion on their condition, 
they can bring them in to any 
Kwik Fit to have them checked 
over." 

On a regional basis, motorists in 
the capital appear to be the most 
likely to be travelling on the oldest 
rubber, with 41 % of Londoners re¬ 
vealing their tyres could be more 
than five years old. This is almost 
twice as many as those in the 
north east, where only 22% could 
potentially be too old.

Royal Ascot date for 
Never Says Never 


HAVING made a very satisfactory debut over hurdles 
atTowcester recently, Never Says Never will be look¬ 
ing to win his next race at Ffos Las today (Thursday) 
before tackling the longest flat race in the British Isles 
at Royal Ascot later this month writes Stuart Broom. 

The five-year-old after successfully completing five 
NH flat races (bumpers), finished a very creditable 
second in his first novices hurdle race over the tough 
Towcester track behind the highly rated Nicky Hen¬ 
derson's Tistory. 

After a couple of nervous jumps at the first two he 
settled down well and soon became the only chal¬ 
lenger to the 2/11 fav in the field of four. 

Locally-based trainer Bob Buckler said: "Andrew 
Glassonbury was quietly confident at one point that 
he might actually beat him, but he regained his com¬ 
posure and held them confidently in the end, but 
after settling down, he ran very well." 

He now looks to take that form into the Stradey 
Park Novices' Hurdle again over two miles, before 
having a crack at Royal Ascot. 

The Queen Alexandra Stakes is the final race of the 
2013 Royal Ascot meeting and at 2m5f is the longest 
flat race in the British Isles. 

The race will feature a number of flat race horses, 
but the longer distance gives the NH horses a chance 
because of their stamina and with Simenon winning 
last year for Irish jumps trainer Willie Mullins, owner 
Richard Hall is hoping his horse can do the same. 

Former Irish point-to-pointer Coin River who re¬ 
cently joined the stable was having his first race over 
NH fences in the 2m3f Temple Glazing Products Ltd 
Alerts Maiden Chase on the same Towcester card. 

Having negotiated the first five fences he made a 
bad mistake at the sixth and after almost falling at 


the next Glassonbury pulled him up. 

Buckler said: "The fences at Towcester are big and 
coupled with going down the hill, he made a mistake 
and landed on the fence. 

"This not only frightened him, but he received quite 
a nasty skin tear in his chest and some heavy bruis¬ 
ing. As a result he has been put out to the fields for 
the summer ready for next spring." 

The Happy Warrior completed his third run over 
hurdles, and will now be handicapped, after finishing 
a respectable sixth over 2m3f at Newton Abbot last 
week. 

"I was very pleased with him.The trip was too short 
for him to be fair, but his jumping was excellent and 
he stayed on well,"said Buckler. 

The consistent Mr Matt once again gave an immac¬ 
ulate display finishing third in the 2m newtonabbo- 
traces.com Handicap Chase. 

Buckler bemoaned the handicapper saying: "Be¬ 
cause he is such a genuine horse, the handicapper 
does not drop him much. 

"He has gone up from 100 two years ago to 130 and 
now hardly drops more than a point or two. Despite 
carrying such a weight he once again jumped beau¬ 
tifully apart from one mistake and gave Andrew a 
lovely ride." 

His next race will be at Gowran Park, Kilkenny at the 
end of this month. 

Buckler is hoping GlenwoodPresent will finally get 
his act together on the course at Ffos Las tomorrow;

AS DORCHESTER Town manager Phil 
Simkin grapples with a playing budget 
that has been slashed by over 35 per 
cent following the involvement of the 
Community Trust, only two things ap¬ 
pear certain; Ashley Nicholls, the Mag¬ 
pies most influential player has left the 
club, and striker Kieffer Moore will be 
sold in the summer. 

Having received half of chairman 
Shaun Hearn's majority shareholding 
last month, the first thing the trust has 
done is to slash Simkins weekly playing 
budget to £1,750. 

Although the figure had been set at 
£ 2,500 at the beginning of last season, 
this rose to around £ 3,500 following 
the Magpies success not only in the 
Blue Square South where they attained 
the best ever finish in the club's history, 
but also embarked on a great FA Cup 
run. 

While that was not expected to be

continued, the county 
town boss was ex¬ 
pecting to be given at 
least the same as the 
beginning of the last 
campaign. 

As a result he has 
been left with the task 
of looking where he 
can make cuts, and 
after finding how se¬ 
vere the cuts were, he 
reluctantly agreed for 
Nicholls to take up 
one of several offers 
he had received. 

"Ash has been an in¬ 
spiration for this club.

This alerted several league clubs as 
Simkin thought it might, and following 
a week's training at The Valley with 
Charlton another six Championship 
and League One clubs have registered 
interest and want him to attend pre¬ 


season training. 

Simkin said: "He will make a fine foot¬ 
baller with the right support. He is very 
quick for a big lad but needs six weeks 
intense training to build his strength 
and hone his skills. I am resigned to los¬ 
ing him before the season starts." 

His sale would of course bring much 
wanted cash into the club; a six figure 
fee is muted; but will Simkin who 
signed Moore, be allowed to use it to 
increase his budget? 

It was announced this week that the 
club will receive £11,313 as a bonus 
from money in a FA Cup pool for non¬ 
league clubs, but Neil Butterworth, 
joint chairman of the trust has already 
told Magpie fans that Simkin will not 
be receiving any of it as it is needed to 
stabilise the club.

Weather wins in the end!

The apparent reluctance of Bridport Youth to pro¬ 
mote the soccer school is regrettable, but clearly the belief is 
that youth football is best served by the different age groups 
continuing to function independently. The Partnership con¬ 
tinues to want to support the youth set up but I would sug¬ 
gest that there is a need for closer liaison and an agreement 
reached on how we can best assist them and work with 
them." 

On a more positive note he added that the BFP continued 
its work to improve football facilities and footballing oppor¬ 
tunities during 2013. 

"Another level 1 coaching course was held with eleven local 
coaches successfully completing the course, while an emer¬ 
gency aid course was also held at BFC. We agreed that we 
would review the potential to hold another course in 2014, 
but it remains my view that we need to convince the DFA that 
Bridport is the best venue for these courses and that true suc¬ 
cess would be the DFA asking us to host courses on their be¬ 
half. I am pleased to announce that the DCFA have indeed 
included Bridport as the venue for course in 2014." 

Whilst the Edwards Charity Cup sponsored by View From 
Newspapers had been hit by weather problems, they looked 
to continue the competition in the future. 

"The enlargement of the Partnership to include Netherbury, 
Lyme Regis and Waytown Flounds provided much needed 
new energy and gave us an opportunity to make the Ed¬ 
wards Charity Cup into a larger competition. While Bridport 
FC played their part by agreeing to the new format, the 
weather devastated the programme of fixtures resulting in 
Pymore needing to withdraw with hastily arranged games at 
the end of the season. Regardless, we will complete the com¬ 
petition and endeavour to make it permanent in future 
years." 

In reference to the building of a Multi-use Games Area
